Itainuldt. chief ongin<>er of tho mines, de­ 
scended for the purpose, of investigating 
the circum stances which led to the fire. 
Thin Is all that is known of the oriirin of 
tin* terrible catastrophe. 
The cages in 
which 
m iners descended into the pits. 
Nos. 2. ;; and 1, were at about 7 o’clock 
this m orning hurled th irty feet from the 
m outh of tho sh aft. A m iner w orking n ear 
tin> m outh w as killed 
Some of the Im­ 
prisoned m iners sought to escape to tho 
pits which rem ained intact and several 
rescues were made. 
Tin* first cages cam e 
up fit 10 o'clock with about a dozen half 
suffocated men. 
Tow ard noon wounded 
w orkm en begun to be brought up and the 
bodies of two dead men were taken from 
pit No. to. 
A ssistance re a d ie r Courriere 
from all sections of the departm ent ami 
a large force of volunteers took p art In 
the efforts to rescue tho entom bed m iners 
uiul recover the bodies of the killed. 


A sta te of stu p o r and desolation p re­ 
vails over the C ourriere m ining region. 
The m ost agonizing scenes are w itnessed 
at the pit m ouths and the gendarm es ex­ 
perience (he utm ost difficulty in restrain ­ 
ing the crowds of people eager to ascer­ 
tain the late of th eir relatives. 


At Lille estim ates of th e dead are from 
1.000 to 1.200, w hich figures, how ever, are 
given under all reserve u ntil hiore ex act 
details are obtainable. G as is pouring into 
pit No. 2. preventing entrance and it Is 
im possible to succor tho m en im prisoned 
there. 
In pit No. 8 th e cagep will not 
work, having been dam aged by the vio­ 
l-nee of 
the 
explosion. 
Rescue w ork, 
therefore, is proceeding m ainly in p it No. 
4. 
Ten m iners from pit No. 11 w ere re-f 
moved alive, but none of the S58 m iners 
who entered p it No. 
I have- yet. been 
brought out. 


Of the fi(K> m iners who descended there 
this m orning, according to a dispatch 
from Lens, 388 h av e been brought out, 
but. the rescu iy jf the others is impossible. 
In pit No. 3 only thirteen men out of 113 
have been rescued, and as tho ladders a re 
broken and the cages jam m ed, tho res­ 
cuers despair of helping the others. 


Fort*nuni Lecointe cam e up from the 
mine this afternoon and reported a te rri­ 
ble scone below. 
The crowd surrounding 
the m outh of the mine is show ing signs 
of Im patience a t w hat it considers tho 
slow progress being m ade by the rescuers. 


FRAN CK SHOCKED. 


All F rance h as been profoundly shock-* 
ed by the m agnitude of th e disaster which. 
Is said to be the g reatest in the h isto ry of 
continental m ining. 
P resident Fallieres 
sent his secretary, accom panied by M inis­ 
ter of Public W orks G autier and M inis­ 
ter of the In terio r Dubief, on a special 
train to Urn scene of Hie- disaster. 


T he scene of the catastrophe* is in a 
m ountainous m ining region n ear Lens, de­ 
partm en t of Pas-dc-Cnlllas. 
H ere arc 
huddled the sm all ham lets «of m ine w ork­ 
ers who operate tho m ost productiv.o coal 
mines in F rance. S ubterranean cham bers 
form a series of tunnels. Six of the out­ 
lets are n ear Lens and others a t Cour- 
rleres, V erdun 
and 
m any oth er points. 
About 2,000 m en work th e group of mines, 
and w ith th eir fam ilies, m ake a popula­ 
tion of 6,000 to S,.OOOr souls. 


The catastro p h e took place sh o rtly after 
1,795 me it' |T?IQ*..(] escend ed into the m ine this 
m orning jp h ere w as a'd eafen in g explosion 
followed fey cages and raining ap p aratu s 
being hurled from the m outh of the Cour- 
rieres m ine Men and horses near by o u t­ 
side the mine w ere eith er stunned or kill­ 
ed 
Im m ediately follow ing the explosion 
flam es b u rst from the m outh of th e pit, 
driving back those w ithout who sought to 
en ter and doom ing those w ithin ^ The pop­ 
ulace of the d istrict is appalled by the 
dlsastor, which aects every household. 
Those persons who w ere rescued were 
terribly burned.

latest 
estim ates 
place the num ber of rescued a t 593. 


T hroughout the afternoon the heroic ef­ 
fo rts a t rescue were continued, b u t n ig h t­ 
fall brought the conviction th a t th e en­ 
tom bed m en had been suffocated and a 
dispatch from Lille a t 8:45 p. m., announc­ 
ing th e num ber of dead as 1,103, appears 


to r<*movc the last hope th a t other« m ay 
be brought to Hie surface alivi*.

M onday afternoon 
and th at tho engineers coped w ith it as 
best th ey were able, but Friday, being 
unable to m aster it. they closed all o u t­ 
lets. 
F issures, he thinks, form ed which 
perm itted gases to escape and those be­ 
com ing ignited resulted in the explosion. 


One of the engineers of the m ine said 
the cage was unable to descend m ore 
than 150 m etres, while the gallery w here 
tho m iners are entom bed is fifty m etres 
farth e r down. 


H EA RD SOUNDS. 


R escuers who descended in this cago re­ 
port. having heard distinctly the im pris­ 
oned men tapping on the w ater pipes, but 
the hop«* rekindled by this statem ent was 
extinguished by l.eoti, who estim ated it 
would take i iglu days to dislodge the 
debris in the shaft* and th a t m eanw hile 
the m iners would die. either from sta rv a ­ 
tion or asphyxiation.
